During  the  1965-66  school  year  the  Holston  Valley 
Cross-Country  team  placed  third  in  the  state  finals 
at  Nashville.  They  previously  had  won  the  Upper 
Lakes  Conference  Championship  and  the  Region  I 
Championship.  This  year  the  Rebels  had  a record 
of  eleven  wins  and  three  losses.  The  Rebels  de- 
feated such  teams  as  Kingsport,  Hampton,  Chatta- 
nooga, Knoxville,  Oak  Ridge,  Nashville,  Memphis 
Catholic,  Blountville,  and  powerful  Johnson  City 
in  the  Region  finals.  The  Rebels'  only  losses  were 
to  Johnson  City  and  Clarksville  in  the  state  finals 
at  Nashville. 

The  Rebels'  trip  to  the  state  finals  this  year  marked 
the  third  straight  year  for  seniors  --  Dave  Garland, 
Charles  Foran,  and  second  for  Clarence  Keith. 
Clarksville  raced  away  with  the  championship  while 
Memphis  edged  the  Rebels  out  for  second.
